How does the President’* power 
of veto compare with the Supreme 
(' m rt's power to find a law unconsti­ 
tutional? 
Our Constitution gives the Presi­ 
dent the political and legislative 
power to veto a bill passed by Con­ 
gress. This enables him to object to 
m y legislation that he deem* un­ 
wise, inexpedient or otherwise ob­ 
jectionable.

of right action, through a need for 
the help and protection of the gov­ 
ernm ent or for the upkeep of social 
standing, prestige, traditions and the 
good will of public opinion. 
But all 
the civic virtues resulting from these 
and kindred 
reflection 
are 
man- j 
made, man-sustained, m an-standard­ 
ized, man-centric, 
ego-centric, 
the 
principle of selfishness guiding in a 
higher or lower degree. But 
sinful 
man cannot be the source and center 
for a life pleasing to God, the Giver 
of all good gifts. 
Christian morality 
is God-centric, Christ-centric. Christ 
alone had the right relation to God I 
and man, loving God above ali things 
nd the neighbor as himself. 
This 
spirit of His must open and change 
the sinful heart, startin g a n<-w per­ 
sonality that is empowered to under­ 
stand and do His will as my own will 
with a1! my being, and to re iii-1 every 
tem ptation of getting me back into 
the old ruts of godless efforts. Such 
Christianity is not dull and nerveless, 
but rath er clear eyed, aggressive and 
confident, lending heart and hand in 
every effo rt for progress, yet never 
forgetting that the Kingdom of God 
comes first and that every improve­ 
ment in hum an conduct and every 
tru e advance in human efforts must . 
have its roots in the faith in God. ; 
This is not an empty theory. 
The , 
change of the world in every sphere, 
in every relation of 
man to 
man, 
since 
th e 
era 
of Christianity

started, is ample proof for its right 
motives, for its world-changing pow­ 
er. 
Already 
the 
peace-negotiations 
between king and peasant in Isaac’s 
home reveal the essential difference 
of man-made and God-made moral- 
I ity.
